CHICAGO <UPI> - Police paraded 
employes through lie detector tests 
today to try to solve a weekend burglary 
at the Armored Express Corp., which 
may have netted the thieves nearly $4 
million, the biggest cash haul in the 
nation’s history. 
Authorities said five persons, the 
“ones with the greatest access to the 
vault," were tested Monday. Another 20 
were 
undergoing 
tests 
today 
and 
Chicago police Sgt. John Castans said, 
“It appears it could be an inside job. 
One investigator said the loss totaled 
$3.3 million from the corporation’s 15- 
by-20-foot 
vault. 
Company 
officials 
refused to speculate. 
“We d...’t know how large it is,” said 
Russell Hardt, a senior vice president of 
the armored car Midwest dispatch 
center on the city’s near North Side. 
"We have started auditing and we have 
to go back and trace it all out.” he said 
of weekend cash pickups. 
Hardt said auditors were expected to 
complete their count later today. 
Should they confirm the $3 8 million 
report, the robbery would rank among 
the biggest in the world, surpassing the 
$1.5 million holdup of a postal truck in 
Plymouth, Mass., in 1962, and the $1.2 
million taken from a Brinks armored 
truck in Boston in 1950 
England's Great Train robbery of 1963 
when an estimated $7 million was taken 
is still the largest all-time caper.

The loss was discovered after a smoke 
detector alarm sounded early Monday 
and firemen arrived at the scene. They 
found the vault filled with smoke, but 
the fire had burned itself out.

money were scorched, but no money 
was destroyed, police said. 
Officials of 
Armored Express, a 
division of Purolator Security Inc., 
today were attempting to determine the 
extent of the loss, estimated at between 
$1 and $3 million. 
“We know they got a good $1 million, 
probably more — maybe a lot more 
—but we won’t know exactly how much 
until Tuesday,” a police spokesman 
said 
The FBI said it was attempting to find 
grounds for entering the investigation.

Dean points at Haldeman 


WASHINGTON (U PIi - John W 
Dean 
III testified today that H R 
Haldeman tried to stop him from going 
to federal prosecutors in the waning 
days of the Watergate cover-up by 
saying that “once the toothpaste is out 
of the tube, it's going to be very hard to 
get it back in.” 
Dean, formerly President Richard M 
Nixon’s counsel and now the Watergate 
prosecution's star 
witness, 
testified 
during his fifth day on the stand about 
events in the White House in late March 
and April, 1973, when the cover-up began 
to unravel. 
Chief trial prosecutor James F Neal 
was expected to complete his direct 
questioning of Dean early in the day, 
opening the way for Haldeman's lawyer, 
JohnJ Wilson, to cross-examine 


Witness says aide tried to stop 
his breaking ranks' in cover-up 


Haldeman, Nixon’s former chief of 
staff, and four other former Nixon 
associates are on trial in the cover-up 
William S. Frates, lawyer for former 
White House aide John D Ehrlichman, 
told U S District Judge John J Sirica 
that Dean's credibility “ is the crucial 
thing in this case, as far as my client is 
concerned ” 
Much of Dean’s testimony was word 
for word what he gave at the nationally

Dean recalled that he talked to 
Haldeman in California on April 8, 1973, 
shortly 
before 
he 
met 
with 
the 
Watergate prosecutors 
“John,” Dean quoted Haldeman as 
telling him, “ I think you ought to think 
about that before you do it because once 
the toothpaste is out of the tube, it's 
going to be very hard to get it back in ” 
He said his five-hour conference with 
the prosecutors was interrupted by an 
inflight call from Air Force One in 
which an aide told Dean that he should 
meet with Ehrlichman and Haldeman 
once their flight set down in Washington 
Dean said he evaded the questions of 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman about his 
meeting with the prosecutors He said 
Ehrlichman told him he could explain 
the 
handling 
of 
hush 
money 
by 
describing it as a “defense fund or 
humanitarianism.” 
"John, I couldn’t look a jury in the eye 
and tell them that,” Dean recalled he 
told 
Ehrlichman. 
But 
he 
said 
Ehrlichman replied, "I think it would 
sell.” 
Dean said he received a telephone call 
March 23 from Nixon, who said, "Well, 
John, you are right in your prediction 
that someone was going to break rank” 
—meaning that someone was going to 
destroy the cover-up 
He said Nixon was referring to a letter 
that Sirica had just received from one of 
the 
original 
Watergate 
defendants, 
James W. McCord Jr., saying that 
others were involved in Watergate. 
Dean also recalled that Nixon wanted 
him to go to Camp David, Md., about 
that time and that Haldeman instructed 
him to write a Watergate report while 
he was there 
"It was never clear as to how this 
report would be written that would 
exonerate everyone,” said Dean, who 
had been assigned to conduct the White 
House investigation of Watergate. 
But Dean said he conducted no 
investigation prior to Aug. 29,1972, when 
Nixon told a news conference that 
Dean’s inquiry had cleared White House 
and administration officials of any 
involvement in Watergate. 
Dean said he told Haldeman that if 
"we put out the true facts” about 
Watergate, the grand jury possibly 
would indict former Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell and former campaign 
deputy Jeb Stuart Magruder. Mitchell is 
a defendant in the trial and Magruder 
already has served a jail sentence. 
There are growing indications that 
Nixon himself will be a witness. His 
lawyer, Herbert J. Miller, argued before 
another 
U.S. 
District 
Court 
judge 
Monday that Nixon needed White House 
tapes to prepare his testimony. 
Judge Charles R. Richey gave Nixon 
access to the tapes for preparation of his 
testimony. 


Earlier in the 16-day cover up trial, 
tapes of March 21, 1973, meetings were 
played in which Dean gave the President 
details of the Watergate case 
According to the tapes, the two men 
also discussed what Nixon proposed to 
be "a very general” statement that 
Dean 
would 
make 
clearing 
the 
President 
On the morning of March 22, Dean 
testified, he, Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
met at the White House with Mitchell. 
He said the meeting's purpose was to 
have Mitchell "step forward and take 
responsibility” for the planning of the 
Watergate bugging in order to head off 
investigation of the cover-up period 
"Who 
was 
going 
to 
make 
that 
suggestion to Mr. Mitchell?” asked 
prosecutor James F. Neal 
"All I know, Mr. Neal, it wasn’t going 
to be me.” Dean said 
Neal 
asked 
if 
Haldeman 
or 
Ehrlichman made the suggestion No, 
Dean replied 
That afternoon, Mitchell, Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman and Dean met with Nixon in 
the Executive Office Building, Dean 
testified. 


The transcript of that meeting was 
released by both the Nixon White House 
and the House Judiciary Committee 
during its impeachment inquiry. 


As they discussed the report that Dean 
was going make, Nixon said: "I guess 
we just draw the line, so we give them 
some of it —not give them all of it.” 


Later, according to the tape, this 
exchange took place: 


“You think, you think we want to, 
want to go this route now? And the —let 
it hang out, so to speak?” Nixon said. 
" It’s a limited hang-out,” Haldeman 
said. 
" It’s a limited hang-out,” Dean said. 
" It’s a modified limited hang-out,” 
Ehrlichman said. 


Neal asked Dean to define "a limited 
hang-out.” Dean replied that it was 
where one tells a little but "not enough 
to hurt anybody.” Defense lawyers 
objected, and Sirica ordered the jury to 
disregard the reply. 


After the White House aides had left 
the meeting, Nixon told Mitchell, who 
had remained behind, "The purpose of 
this scenario is to clean the presidency 
... 
the 
main 
thing 
is 
to 
answer 
(unintelligible) and that should be a 
goddamned satisfactory answer, John.”

Luis 
Echeverria 
told 
President Ford Monday the United 
States will get no special benefit from 
the big, new oil strikes in his country, 
and Ford told Echeverria the U.S. 
attitude toward Cuba remains unchan­ 
ged. 
Both Presidents had to take domestic 
audiences 
and 
in ternational 
considerations into account in their 
public joint appearance, and they could 
have been staking out positions subject 
to quiet negotiation later. 
Echeverria told Ford that Mexico’s 
newlv discovered oil reserves will not be 
u»eu to force down the international 
price of oil, but will be sold to all comers 
—for cash, at the high prices decreed by 
the Arab-dominated oil cartel. 
“Mexico is selling oil to anyone who 
wants to buy at the world price,” 
Echeverria said. 
The new finds have permitted Mexico 
—for decades barely self-sufficient in oil 
—to begin exporting petroleum 
"This is very important for Mexico 
when we consider the prices prevailing 
in the world market,” the Mexican 
president said, adding with a grin, 
“prices which we will respect.” 
On Cuba, Ford said he told Echeverria 
“we had not seen any change in the 
attitude of Mr. Castro and the people in 
his government. Inasmuch as there has 
been no change, it is not expected that 
our 
attitude 
would 
change 
toward 
Cuba ” 
Mexico is a leader in the growing 
movement to restore Cuba to the 
hemisphere community. 


A senior White House official told 
newsmen before the meeting that Ford 
"would not press the issue” of oil with 
Echeverria. 
"My instinct is that he (Echeverria) 
does not want to talk about oil until 
domestic production goes much higher, 


and he would have domestic political 
problems if he did,” he said. 


The expropriation of American-owned 
and other foreign oil firms by Mexico in 
1938 has been treated in Mexican history 
books ever since as a milestone in the 
nation’s progress.

Echeverria dodged questions about 
the size of the new finds, a subject of 
conflicting reports. 
"They are important,” was all he 
would say, pointing out that the strikes 
are in the southern Gulf Coast region 
that already produces 37 per cent of 
Mexico’s oil.

Mexican officials have labeled as 


exaggerated reports that the new fields 
may contain as much as 20 billion 
barrels — more than twice as much as 
the Alaskan North Slope field.

Palestinians fail to kill Hussein

Moroccan police have foiled a Palestinian guerrilla plot to 
assassinate King Hussein of Jordan while he is attending the 
Arab summit conference scheduled to open Saturday in 
Rabat, Arab diplomatic sources said today. 


Police have arrested 14 guerrillas who had come to Rabat 
to carry out the plot, the sources said. 
All of the plotters were said to belong to the Fatah 
organization, the largest guerrilla group, led by Yasser 
Arafat, who doubles as chairman of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, parent body of major guerrilla factions, the 
sources added. 
The plot was uncovered about three weeks ago, the 
sources said, and all those arrested carried Latin American 
passports The informants did not specify nationalities. 
Neither was there any word on how the alleged plotters 
planned to kill Hussein. 
Discovery of the plot led the Moroccan government to 
tighten up security measures originally planned for the 
summit, they said. 
These measures included moving all 53 Palestinians 
residing in Rabat to Casablanca for the duration of the 
summit, 
they 
said, 
and 
putting them under strict 
surveillance. 
After the plot was cracked, the sources said, Moroccojs 
King Hassan informed Hussein, Arafat and Egypt’s 
President Anwar Sadat. 
The reported plot has not deflected Hussein from his 
intention to attend the summit where his longstanding feud 
with the PLO will be uppermost on the agenda, they said. 
But Hussein will be coming to Rabat with a large security 
detail of about 120 men. Hussein, at the age of 38, already 


has survived at least half a dozen assassination attempts 
over the years. 
The summit is being preceded by a meeting of Arab 
foreign ministers. They met today to lay the groundwork for 
the summit, which will endeavor to work out a joint policy 
toward peace talks with Israel. 
Arab sources said the ministers had to heal a bitter rift 
between Jordan and the Palestine Liberation Organization 
over refugee representation before tackling the quarter- 
century conflict with Israel. 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin said Monday 
Israel’s “only hope for peace” was in giving up the occupied 
West Bank region, captured from Jordan in the 1967 Middle 
East War. 
Rabin told a Tel Aviv dinner his government would take 
the "calculated risk” of giving the West Bank back to 
Jordan if Israeli voters approve. 
French Foreign Minister Jean Sauvagnargues met with 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat in Beirut Monday while Israeli 
air force jets roared overhead, creating sonic booms that 
rattled windows in the Lebanese capital. 
Sauvagnargues, the first Western foreign minister to 
meet with the guerrilla chief, was asked afterward whether 
he advised the guerrilla leader to curb the violence of his 
followers. 
"The way to end this violence is to have them assume 
international responsibility,” Sauvagnargues said He said 
he told Arafat the PLO “should concentrate its activities in 
the political field,” 
Arab League officials said 15 foreign ministers were 
meeting in Rabat to draw up an agenda for Saturday’s 
summit talks involving 20 Middle East heads of state as well 
a« thf> PLO leader.

Dan Schausten, assistant to 
the administrator of the BPA, 
said three helicopters along 
with fixed wing aircraft were 
being used to patrol transmis­ 
sion lines in a 40-mile radius of 
Portland. Ground crews were 
doubled from three to six.

CLEVELAND (U P I) — With selection of jurors under way, the 
judge in the Kent State trial said Monday the case only involves 
eight former National Guardsmen charged with killing four 
students and wounding nine others, and should not be us«] as a 
forum to debate the Vietnam War. 
"The entire Ohio National Guard is not on trial here, just 
certain members of it,” said Chief U.S. District Judge Frank J. 
Battisti in recessing court Monday. “ The Kent State University 
student body is not on trial. The legality of the Vietnam War is not 
on trial.” 
The shootings occurred May 4, 1970 during a student protest of 
the war. 
Two jurors were chosen Monday, the opening day. Battisti 
predicted the trial would take about six weeks and urged defense 
and government attorneys to speed up. 
Earlier the judge had read the indictments returned last April 
by a federal grand jury to the panel of prospective jurors and then 
cautioned them "the indictment is not any evidence whatever 
against the defendants.” 
"The government has the burden of proof —that burden never 
shifts to the defense," Battisti said "Each defendant is presumed 
innocent until the government proves its case beyond a 
reasonable doubt in the mind of each juror.”

FBI needs gals, minorities 


CHICAGO (U PI) — FB I Director Clarence M Kelley said 
Monday the F B I needs more blacks, Latinos, and women agents to 
combat accelerating crime, but he admitted there seems to be no 
immediate way of putting them on the payroll. 
"We have a backlog of 3,000 applications,” he said, "and there is 
no problem with recruitment. 
"But we have a need of more agents who are black and who 
have Spanish surnames.” Kelley said. "We need more women 
also. We are asking for an additional 350 agents. " 
Kelley, in Chicago to address a luncheon sponsored by the 
Chicago Crime Commission, said the F B I has only 32 women 
among its 8,500 agents. 
"For some reasons,” he said, "not many women have been 
applying.” 
However, Kelley said, more women have become law breakers. 
He said he did not know why except "maybe it’s because there are 
more women these days doing more of everything. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Supreme Court has agreed to 
rule on whether society has a 
duty to give professional care 
to the people it locks up for 
psychiatric reasons. 


In a flury of activity Monday, 
the court also let stand a 
decision of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in St. Louis requiring 
public hospitals to allow abor­ 
tions

only 
M innesota, 
Iowa, 


Missouri, Arkansas, Nebraska 
and the Dakotas, but it will be a 
strong lead for other states to 
follow 
The justices voted 6-3 to 
strike down California’s law 
giving tax credits to parents of 
nonpublic school children. The 
court merely affirmed without 
opinion a decision by a three- 
judge federal court. 
Seven of the justices also 
upheld Missouri’s refusal to 
provide bus transportation for 
parochial school children.

Jackson's outburst 'absurd' 


(Editor s Note On Monday. Oct 
14 Reggie Jackson, the Oakland 
A s outfielder, was widely quoted 
as saying

apparent threat was directed was

OAKLAND, Calif. - (NEA) 
- I had, I would say, a com­ 
munications problem with 
Reginald Martinez Jackson 
of the Oakland Atheltics.

sm* wed out the most profane, 
obscene string of epithets I 
have ever heard. All of them 
directed at me.

In between, there appeared 
in “Sport Magazine. ’ a na­ 
tional publication, under my 
byline a story entitled “ Reg­ 
gie Jackson Blood & Cuts of 
me Fighting A s” - which 
detailed some of the inter­ 
necine scraps the A’s have 
become famous for, featuring 
Jackson, and parenthetically 
portraying the insecurity I 
found in Jackson as a person. 
It was a fairly innocuous 
piece, or so my friends tell 
me. 
Jackson's ugly, absurd out­

MOUNT VERNON, N Y. - (UPI) - Rodent 
hairs, moth wings and parts of insects and 
maggots were found in samples of canned tuna 
fish from 13 of 16 major distributors or canners 
tested, according to the Consumers Union 
The 
Consumers 
Union, 
a 
nonpartisan 
consumer 
organization 
and 
publisher 
of 
Consumers Reports, said Monday it tested 52 
brands of canned tuna for color, condition, 
aroma, flavor, texture, filth and bacteria. 
The results of the tests, published in the 
magazine's November issue, found that while 
rich in protein, tuna samples also contained “ a 
disturbing number of rodent hairs, other animal 
hairs, feather fragments, moth scales and 
insect and maggot parts “ 
“ Of the 16 distributors of tuna whose brands 
we tested,” Consumers Reports said, “ 13 were 
represented by at least one filthy sample out of 
those examined for filth. The pattern of 
permitting unwholesome adulterants appears 
industry wide.” 


The article added, “ although the filth we 
found is more likely to ruin your appetite than 
your health, we think the tuna industry badly 
needs a clean up ” 
Charles R Carry, executive director of the 
Tuna Research Foundation, San Pedro, Calif., 
noting that more than 90 per cent of U.S. tuna is 
packed in Los Angeles and Puerto Rico, 
responded: 
“ Chief Inspector Jim Failey, superintendent 
of the Cannery Inspection Division of the State 
Department of Health, will confirm the fact 
that there are no rodents in California tuna 
canneries 
“ State sanitation programs are conducted on 
a continuous basis in all plants and company 
quality assurance people examine every lot of 
tuna before it is approved for distribution. 
“ Furthermore, food and drug administration 
inspectors have never turned up a case of rodent 
infestation in any U.S. tuna cannery and they 
inspect them frequently.” 


Back problem to sideline 
Chavez 'indefinitely'

“ Well whether I would lead the movement or whether I would 
join in support of such a movement I think would have to depend 
on whether it became evident that bbth parties had so far failed 
that they no longer could represent the will of the American 
people.”

The 
burden 
is imposed 
on 
the 
householder into the indefinite future 
and economies such as keeping lights on 
in only one or two rooms will make little 
difference in his bill. 
The same thing applies to the de­ 
regulation of natural gas recommended 
by President Ford in his speech 
on 
inflation 
The end result will be to 
increase the cost of gas for home 
heating to twice or three times the 
present level Whether any additional 
gas will be produced is highly doubtful 
since producers are reported currently 
operating full blast. 
The 
General 
Accounting 
Office 
following 
a 
10 month 
investigation 
accused the Federal Power Commission 
of improperly allowing a number of 
natural gas producers to raise prices to 
millions of their customers 
Rep John C. Moss, D , Calif., called 
the report "one of the most powerful 
indictments of a federal regulatory 
agency within memory 
Most of the 
nation's 40 million gas bills have been 
seriously and adversely affected by the 
irregularities revealed by the GAO and 
shown to be commonplace at the FPC." 
The report charged that some officials 
of the commission had owned securities 
of the companies they regulated, with 19 
officials directed to sell securities as a 
result of the investigation. The FPC 
entered a blanket denial of the charges. 
In the Nixon years the regulatory 
agencies were stacked with men out of 
industry. They were supposed to do a 
turnabout and start regulating the very 


industries from which they had come 
In most cases they have long term 
appointments so that if President Ford 
were inclined to reshape the regulatory 
bodies 
with 
consumer 
- 
oriented 
members or at least with regulators 
capable of objective judgment, he would 
be stymied 
In a remarkable speech, the chairman 
of one of these agencies spoke a few 
home truths the other day Lewis A 
Engman 
of

Federation meeting in Detroit 
"Most 
regulated 
industries 
have 
become federal protectorates. Mvmg in 
a world of cost-plus, safely protected 
from the ugly specters of competition, 
efficiency and innovation " 
He urged that every regulation or 
regulatory 
policy 
contributing 
to 
inflation 
be 
reexamined 
Earlier 
Engman had announced that the FTC 
would 
pursue 
a 
vigorous 
antitrust 
program as the most effective and 
important contribution to protect the 
consumer 
The rush for profits in the domestic oil 
industry matches the gouging of the 
Arabs Of the roughly 16 million barrels 
a day consumed in this country 6 million 
is from domestic sources 
Of that total 40 per cent is rated as 
“new" oil, that is to say from new 
sources, and is therefore free of price 
control 
It is bringing $11 a barrel, 
matching the quadrupled price of the 
Arab producers 
As Arab spokesmen

it is outweighed, we believe, 
in having members on the

Lompoc had such a foreboding future 
last fall: four day city work weeks, 
limitation of merchant's business hours, 
outlawing night meetings at city hall, 
banning Christmas street lights, rolling 
blackouts. 
These measures were considered by 
the city, as the federal government 
toyed 
with 
the 
proposition of 
gas 
rationing, for the purpose of conserving 
energy 
The city of Lompoc did institute 
several energy-conserving programs 
Remember? 
Here is an account of those programs 
nearly one year later, in case you were 
wondering - in light of those reports by 
gas station managers who claim their 
companies carry a gas surplus and 
demand that the stations sell more gas 
by expanding their hours of operation 
SEEING AND NOT SEEING THE 
LIGHT 
The 
federal 
and 
state 
governments last winter requested that 
all 
public and commercial utilities 
voluntarily 
cutback 
their 
normal 
electrical usage by 10 per cent The city 
agreed to comply and did so by dousing 
two and four street lights per block 
along H Street and Ocean Avenue and 
curtailing night hours of the city's 
lighted outdoor basketball and tennis 
courts 
Also, the city cut the amount of 
interior lighting in all city offices and 
the city Christmas street lights beamed 
for one week instead of the regular three 
week run 
According 
to 
Rick 
Rea, 
city 
administrative assistant, most of these 
measures are on going today There is 
still spotted lighting on H 
and Ocean 
and lighting is still dimmed by the 
absence of two or three fluorescent 
tubes per city office. 
Hours of the basketball and tennis 
courts have been compromised, though 
Before the energy crisis the lights were 
shut off at 11; now they go off at 10. In 
December, they were being closed at 9, 
reported 
the 
parks 
and 
recreation 
department. 
Rea 
said 
that 
Christmas 
street 
lighting for 1974 is being considered for 
another short show 
GASLESS. Last year it was estimated 
that it would take 130 per cent of 1972’s 
gas consumption to maintain the present 
level of city services 
Then federal 
allocations were handed down: Lompoc 
would have to get along with 85 to 90 per 
cent of 1972's consumption. 
Consequently, 
city 
services 
that 
required use of vehicles had to be 
adjusted, as City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers forecasted. 
Out 
of city 
business trips were 
reduced to save gas. Street sweepers 
were employed less, but the suggestion 
of spacing out meter reading trips 
remained a suggestion. 
Changes in the 1973-74 budget were 
made. A full-sized pick-up truck was 
budgeted, but an economy Chevy Luv 
was purchased instead. 
Several 
smaller 
city 
cars 
were 
transformed into patrol cars. A large, 
gas-eating Pontiac was transferred out 
of patrol duty. An older Ford was 
transferred out of the investigation 
bureau and put on patrol because it got 
good gas mileage. 
Presently, Rea said, the city continues 
on a federal allocation program, and so 
the city is still involved in reducing 
travel in and out of Lompoc by city 
vehicles. 
He noted, however, "Some months we 
don’t use the entire allocation. As a 
matter of fact, we have never used 
every drop we had on hand.” 
The 1974-75 budget authorizes the 
purchase of a new patrol car and a pick­ 
up truck. Intermediate and economy 
vehicles will be chosen over full-sized 
ones. 
Street sweepers whisk down streets 
less frequently, although a few resident 
c o m p la in ts 
have 
been 
made. 
Thermostats in city offices will be "set 
down" again this winter, Rea said. 
Something else the city compromised 
on was the temperature of the Lompoc 
Municipal Pool. It was lowered to 79 
degrees to conserve energy last winter, 
but 
turned 
back 
up 
when 
local 
swimmers began complaining of the 
cold water. 
In December, Wahlers reported that 
the city’s contract for gas at 21 cents a 
gallon would expire in February and the 
city would not be buying gas at that low 
cost anymore. That is what happened 
because now the city pays 34 Vi cents per 
gallon, plus a six per cent sales tax. 
Rea was asked what he thinks about 
continuing these programs considering 
the gas surplus stories. 
"Even if there is no shortage, prices 
are high and we still need to cut to keep 
costs down,” he answered sensibly.
